Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see REMARKS section, filed 4/28/05, with respect to 
claims 1-5, 8-9 and 15 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The office 
action of 1/25/05 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance for claims 
disclosed above, 1-5, 8-9 and 15: none of the prior art, including EICK et al, US Patent 
No. 5,835,085, US Patent No. 5,835,085; CLIFTON-BLIGH, US Patent No. 6,775,659; 
SAMRA, US Patent No. 6,683,619; THOMASON et al, US Patent No. 6,006,262; 
OKUYAMA et al, US Patent Application Publication, Pub. No. 2003/0140135 nor 
WEINBERG et al, US Patent No. 5,974,572 either alone or together expressly teach or 
suggest the means of a display controlling method for controlling a display of an image 
(the image is displayed by a tree structure) on a display screen corresponding to a 
plurality of nodes specified by a view comprising the following steps not covered by the 
prior art - "generating another view specifying another plurality of nodes based on a 
frequency selection (well-known in the art) wherein each of said plurality of nodes 
corresponds to an operational function of an electronic apparatus (the underlined 
portion is not present in the prior art) in a home network environment (use of a home 
network is a design choice). Therefore, because none of the prior art disclose the 
underlined recited claim limitation pursuant the preceding steps, claims 1-5, 8-9 and 15 
meet necessary reasons for allowance.
